This Season's Grapes Running Very 
High in Sugar. : 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated -.Press.} Chief Viticultural Officer 
W heeler says there is a general complaint 
in the wine districts of the State, that grapes 
are running very high in sugar, which makes 
fermentation difficult, and retards the work 
of vintage. He says itis one of California’s 
misfortunes to have these seasons of ex- 
cessive sugarin grapes about every four 
vears. &m speaking of the cause of this 
phenomenon, he ascribes it to the dryness 
of the season, and hot weather. Onaccount

urporting to be a letter written by “Little

Chinaman, in which instructions were given 
to “see the blind white man and get him to 
have the judge set aside the sentence,” the

HISSANE. 


He Can Now Snap His Fingers at the 
Chemical Bank. 

San Francisco, Oct. 3.—[Dy the Asso- 
ciated Press.| By a ruling of Judge Saw- 
yer, of the United States Cireuit Court 
today, the case against William Kissane, 
which achieved such wide notoriety owing 
to the career of Kissane &t the East, was 
practically ruled out of couct under the 
statute of limitations. Judge Sawyer sus- 
tained the demurrer interpose| by Kissane, 
to the suit commenced by the Chemical 
National Bank, of New York, which, in 
effect, dismisses the suit, or any other that 
may be commenced against Kissane, known 
in California as William H. Rogers. The 

rogress of this venture of the bank has 

n closely, watched. Judgment was 
asked for $4230 and interest at 7 per cent. 
from August, 1854, amounting to about 
$14,000, the officers of the bank claiming to 
have lost that sum through a swindle con- 
ducted by Kissane, Lyman Cole and Andrew 
Finley. The wanderings of Kissane in 
Nicaragua and this State were set forth, 
and the bank asked thet Rogers be re- 
strained from setting up the statute of: lim- 
itations to prevent the progress of the suit. 
Judge Sawyer, in rendering his decision, 
reviewed the circumstances of the case, and 
in a few words announced that the demurrer 
was sustained and the bili dismissed. The 
complaint he deemed insufficient, and 
stated that no reasonable cause had been 


shown for granting the restraining order. 
He said that, after being discharged, Kissane 


was at all times liable to suit until the op- 
eration of the statute of limitations. The 
bank neglected to commence an action. The 
plea for the plaintiff, to the effect that the 
statute should not apply because Kissane’s 
whereabouts were unknown, was disre- 

arded. Judge Sawyer said that if Kissane 

id disguise himself and assume an alias it 
did not disbar him from having the full 
benefit of the statute.

New Telegraph Projects—Opposition 
to the New Bank. . 

SAN FRANCcIscO, Oct. 2.—[By the Assoéi 
ated Press.] The steamship Oceanic ar 
rived from Yokohama and Hong Kong this 
morning.

The Famous Irish Leader Says That 
. the Home-KRule Movement Will 
Not Be Injured by the Proclama- 
tion of the National WBE 


Michael Davitt, before 
aboard the steamship Britannic, bound 
for New York, granted an interview to 
a correspondent. Ile said: 

“The doctors ordered an ocean jour- 
ney to brace me up. My present visit 
to America is of a strictly private 
nature. I donot propose to make any 
public appearances while in the United 
States. I want as much rest as I can 
possibly get. Upon my return I will 
have enough to face. -The order for 
the suppression of the National League 
will neither intimidate its members 
nor in the least degree set buck 
the popular movement. It .is simply 
impossible now to crush the move- 
ment. That would mean to put in 
prison three-fourths of the people of 
Ireland. The immediate outlook is 
gloomy in the extreme. I look with 
anxiety upon the coming winter, be- 
lieving, as I do, that the action of the 
Government will provoke widespread 
disorder. If the people tamely submit 
to be of the right of public 
— and freedom of speech 
they will show  Gaanaives unworthy of 
home rule. We must fight, we must 
make sacrifices for the pr nciple of self 
government. I have already spent 
nine years in prison. On returning to 
ireland I havea good prospect of put- 
tingin more years in prison. be- 
lieve every earnest Nationalist 


ready to do the same. 
never found a people readier to 
make sacrifices for a national cause. I 


never knew of any people in the world 
more resolute to carry on a fight. It 
would be infinitely more agreeable if we 
were enabled to continue the struggle 
in a peaceful and constitutional man- 
ner. PBut the Tory Government will 
not let us. The policy of deliberate 
exasperation has been om 
upon by the Salisbury Ministry. 
the Ministers rests the responsibili ty 
for coming events. By far the worst 
feature of the present situation is the 
Government’s plan of resorting to the 
worst kindof coercion in the interests 
of the landlords. They admit the pres- 
eat mode of own 2rship oughtto be abol- 
ished. They recognize the existing 
system is a complete failure. Yet the 
movement of Irish leaders to reform 
the land- question is declared illegal, 
and they themselves are denounced 1s 
criminals.”’
